PROVIDING FOR THE TROOPS. 

‘Troops tothe measure of drum taps were 
trauiping through the avennes and streets al] 
niglt seeking the places assigned them, while 
hundreds who had been assigned places, 
and whohad ceposited their luggage, were 
trailing through the streets viewing the deco- 
rations by lamplight. Roistering groups of 
civilians and jolly militia men jogged the 
night echoes.

There was all througi: the city 
from the dusk of yesterday to the dawn of to- 
day, a feeling that there was litlegise of re- 
tiring and small need for sleep, when only 
three days should mark the ceniurv’s growth 
and so the big city teemed in gas light. The 
blue coats of the large army of national guards- 
men that will enter New York in iul! force to- 
day gave a touch of color to the streets yesler- 
day. and a large number of troops had arrived 
diving the day and the armories and halk, 


where the commands are going to camp, were 


rapidlv filling up. 

fhe corridors of Fifth Avenue hotel, where 
tle army coimimittee has its headquarters, were 
throneed with officers of the regular army and 
National Guard, The quartering of such army 
of visiting militia even has been a serious 
problem, but every detail of it has been care- 
jully attended to, and the visitors will all be 
properly housed and fed. LFew of them, how- 
ever, will sleep on spring mattresses, and in 
some of the halls men will have to be satistied 
with the soft side of a board and a blanket to 
cover them. 

Only asmall part of the troops can be ac- 
commodated in the armories, aud im addition 
to the hotels and halls the steamer Grand Ke- 
public, will shelter those companies of the 
Fourth New York brigade that are uuable to 
find quarters in the Twelith Regiment armory.

THE PRESIDENT AND PARTY. 
How They Were Keceived at Elizabeth—A 
Breakfast at the Governor's, 
Trenton, N. J., April 2.—The first faint 
gray streaks of dawn were visible as the presi. 
dential train drew up to stop at West Phila- 
delphia, where a change of engines was made. 
Therain, which it was hoped had been left 
behind, was present, making the opening of 
day misty and disagreeable. Shortly after 
leaving Washington -the train became the 
Abode of sleep, every one following the exam- 
ple of President Harrison, who did not wait 
until the cars rolled out of the depot to seek 
The only excuse any one had for not 
retiring immediately was the fact that in the 
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irely, as the train took the rails of the New 
York division. All along the line there were 


early risers, who ran out to greet the train, but | 


contented themselves so far as could be seen 
by merely gazing at it as it sped by. 

At Tacony the first display of organized in- 
terest was shown. On the green in front of 
ve railroad station was gathered a crowd of 
probably one hundred persons, and as the 
president’s car, in rear of the train, passed 

AN EXECUTIVE SALUTE OF THIRTEEN GUNS 
was begun. About this time it was noticed 
that the clonds had broken awavin the west 
and the sun shone forth, giving promise of a 
fair day. 

ARRIVAL AT ELIZABETH. 

Evizanetu, N. J., April 29.—The train 
drew up at Elizabeth at 6 o’clock, in midst of 
a concourse of people that had filled the sta- 
tion platform and the space adjoining. They 
were, of course, anxious for a glance at the 
chief magistrate, but seemed to realize the 
probability that he had not yet awakened, and 
no noise was made that might disturb his 
slumber. Thiswas the condition of things, 
and the crowd were disappointed in their de- 
sire to see him. 

While the train halted at Trenton the pri- 
vate car of General Sewell, vice-president of 
the West Jersey railroad, carrying the ofticial 
party of the state and guests, wus attached and 
the train then started for Elibabeth. The 
party on the train consisted of the following 
persons: Governor Green, General Sewell, 
General Stryker, members of the New Jersey 
centennia! committee; Rev. Dr. Hamill, Colo- 
nel Stockton, Mr. Green, General Grubb, Col- 
onel Donnelly, Captain Skirm, the legislative 
conrmittee ; Sevator Crammer, Colonel Cham- 
bers, Mrs. Sewell, Mrs, Stryker, Mrs. Bannard, 
Mrs. Lee,’ Miss Sewell, Miss Warreti, Miss 
Sarah Sewell, Miss Hoyl, Robert Sewel), W. 
J. Sewell, Jr., Senator Cattell, and Mr. Beit- 
ler. Governor Green, Generel Sewell, and 
Goneral Sirvyker were taken at once to Presi- 
dent Harrison’s car, but he was not yet up, and 
they retired to Private Secretary Halford’s 
car next in front toawait hisarising. The un- 
avoidable noise upon the arrival at Trenton 
had awakened the occupants of the president’s 
car, and in a short time they were all astir. In 
the meantime 

BREAKFAST WAS BEING SERVED 
to passengers on the train, who were not ex- 
pecting tobe entertained at Elizabeth. Ar- 
rangements for this part of the service, as 
for all othet features of the trip, were perfect, 
and every one was served before the train 
reached Elizabeth port. 

On the run to F.lizabeth, there was_ no inei- 
dent of note unless the congregation of crowds 
at several stations to at the train as it 
moyed along, may be so considered. There 
was a decided break in the arrangements at 
Klizabeth as previously understood, and the 
change caused much commotion. The train, 
as it rolled into the city, was grected with a 
presidential salute by a battery of local artil 
ierymen, whileon the other side of the road 
was drawn up a corps of Continental Cadets in 
their teens, whose appearance oceasioned 
many favorable comments from the cécupants 
of the train. 

Before the party reached Elizabeth, Presi- 
dent Harrison and party. with their guests 
made their toiletsand received the governor 
and General Stryker, of New Jersey, the gen- 
eral committee. The train stopped at the 
depet, about which 1,000 or 1,200 people had 
gathered. surrounding the carriaecs that were 
there to convey Governor Green and his guests 
to break fast. 

As President Harrison appeared escorted by 
the governor, he was at once recognized and a 
hearty cheer went up from the throng. 

THE CHIEF JUSTICE LEFT BEHIND. 

The breakfast party from the train was to 
consist of President Harrison, Mrs. Harrison, 
Mrs. McKee, and Chief Justice and Mrs. Ful- 
ler, but in the bustle and confusion incident to 
the occasion, the chief justice and his wife, 
who were in the car ‘‘England,’’ in the middle 
of the train, some distance from that of the 
president, were overlooked by the committee 
and the party drove off without them. It was 
well known that the chief justice was to haye 
been at breakfast, and presence on the 
train after the president and governor had 
driven off, naturaliy provoked considcrale 
lively comment. Noexplanation was offered, 
however, and after sifting in his seat while the 
train was shifted to the tracks of the Central 
railroad of the New Jersey road, the chief 
justice concluded that the best thing for him 
to do was to accepi the vountiful hospitality of 
the railroad company and get his breakfast on 
the dining car, whither members of the cabi- 
net hed preceded him, but at this moment 
lieutenant Judson, special aid tothe president, 
dashed back to the depot in a carriage, ac- 
companied by one of the members of the local 
committee in search of the head of the na- 
tional judiciary. Hewas found after a few 
minutes and hustled off to the residence of 
New Jersey’s governor. 

THE CABINET SNUBBED. 

Another part of the pre-arranged programme 
at Elizabeth was a breakfast to the members 
of the cabinet on the train. When the train 
stopped, they were not asked to alight. Mr. 
Keane explained that his expression of Lospi- 
tality lad been overruled by the local com- 
mittee of arrangements on the ground that 
there would not be time for him to carry it 
into effect. The commiitee had agreed to de- 
liver the president and his party to the New 
York representatives at  FElizabethport 
promptly at 10 o’clock. 

The cabinet ofticials succeeded in concealing 
their disappointment at being deprived of the 
pleasure of accepting Mr. Keane's invitation,

FOLLOWING WASHINGTON’S ROUTE. 
The eutire procession then moved through 
the route, asmear as could be, over which 
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Washington rode, passing many of the old 
houses, including the Boudinot house, which 
Was appropriately decorated, There were 
many attractive and novel features inthe pa 
rade, 

The president was then driven in an open 
barouche along the shore of the Kill to the 
Alcvone boat honse, where the entire party 
was reunited ahd Where a ten-oared gig from 
the Dispatch was waiting to take the president 
aboard, Owing to low water the Dispatch had 
been forced to anchor behind Shooter’s island. 
At 19:20 
THE PRESIDENT WALKED DOWN TO THE FLOAT, 
followed by Vice-President Morton and Cap- 
tain Erben. They took their seats in the gig 
amid the cheers of the assembled crowds, the 
shrieks of steam whistles and the ringing of 
beils. The gig then put off, and the measured 
strokes of the sailors soon brought the boat 
alongside the Dispatch. 

Then foilowed the embarkation of the rest 
of the party in tenders and the navy yard tug 
Nina. 

Tt was about 11:15 when the start of the 
dispatch on her trip up the Kill was an- 
nounced by guns from Port Richmond, and it 
was after 12 o’clock when she came in sight in 
the upper bay. For several minutes, the roar 
of cannon, as she passed several men-of-war, 
was almost deafening, each of these together 
with foris in the harbor firing the national 
salute. The bay was crowded with vessels of 
every description so that from a distance, a 
giimpse of the clear waier was practically im- 
possible. : 
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Vessels of All Kinds From a Tug to a Man- 
of-War. _ 

New York, April 2°.—Arrangements for 
the naval parade were today carried out to the 
letter. At To’clock the steamer Dispatch, 
having on board Admiral Porter, General 
Schofield, and representatives of the centen- 
nial committee, left the foot of Kast Twenty- 
sixth street, and gay with fluttering flags, 
steamed down East river on her trip to Eliza- 
beth port, where she was to meet President 
Harrison and party. Crowds had gathered at 
the pier and cheered the Dispatch as she 
steamed away. 

By this time the harbor was literally alive 
with sailing craft of every description, and 
whistles sounded and guns boomed salutes as 
the Dispatch picked her way on her course, 
Half a dozen big men-of-war were anchored 
in the vicinity of Governor's island and Ellis 
island, awaiting the return of the President’s 
boat. These men-cef-war were the ‘‘Chicago,’’ 
carrying the flag of the secretary of the navy, 
the ‘‘beston,’’ carrying the admiral’s flag, the 
“Atianta,’’ “Yorktown,” ‘ Juniata,” ‘‘Yan- 
tic,’’ *‘Essex,’’ and **Jamestown.”’ 

Lhe staff of the admiral and grand marshal 
reported to Rear Admiral Jewett at 7 p. m., 
on the tug Nina, at the foot of Twenty-sixth 
street, and he at once steamed down the bay 
aud went on board his ilag ship, the Chicago. 

ON THE FLAGSHIP. 

The Chicago was gaily decked with flags 
and bunting. The official flags were the presi- 
dent’s flag (ship and boat), the secretary of the 
navy’s flag, the admirai’s flag, and the rear 
admiral’s itlagy. The Boston was flying the 
adimiral's flag. The general formation of the 
line was a column consisting of the naval divi- 
sion, revenue divis‘on and yacht division (in 
the order named), anchored alittle to the 
west of the mid-channel, with a head 200 yards 
suuth of the white buoy, northeast of Ellis 
island. 

The nayal division was in asing’. column 
260 yards apart, and in the following order: 
Chicago, Kearsarge, Yantic, Essex, Brooklyn, 
Jamestown, Juniata, Yorktown and Boston. 
The revenue and yacht division, in double 
column, 100 yards and 200 yards between the 
columns, the eastern column directly at the 
stern of the naval division. The revenue 
division included the steamers U.S. Grant, 
Samuel Dexter, Albert Gallatin and Alexan- 
der Hamilton; harbor tugs, Manhattan, G. 
Washington and W. E. Chandler. 

The yacht division included the vessels of 
the New York Yacht club, the Atlantic, 
Corinthian, Seawahahaka, American, and 
Larchmont clubs. The sailing yachts were 
anchored between Ellisand Bedloe’s islands, 
close in shore dressed in flagsand colors. The 
length of the first column was about one anda 
half mules. 

THE MERCHANT MARINE, 

In rear of the first column was the Merchant 
Marine division, ten squadrons in double col- 
umn, on Opposite sides of the channel, heads 
opposite to Red Hook and Oyster Island, 
respectively. 

The naval parade was in command of Admi- 
ral D. D. Porter. Rear Admiral James E. 
Jouett was chief of staff and marshal of the 
day, assisted by Captain Charles S. Norton, U, 
S.N.;: Commander W. R. Bridgeman, U.S. 
N.; Lieutenant Commander A. 8. Snow, U. 
S.N.; Captain L. N. Stoddard, U.S. R.M.; 
apd representatives from the yatching clubs 
and shipping lines of the city. The Merchant 
Marine coiumn was commauded by Vice 
Admiral C. W.. Woolsey, the flag ship the 
steamer Lergen. In this column were over 
four hundred vessels, varying in size trom tugs 
and lighters to large passenger and freight 
steamers. 

FIRING SIGNALS AND SALUTES. 

At 7:30 this morning the naval division made 
the regulation ‘‘time’’ and ‘‘dress’’ signals, ofti- 
cersin dress uniform, the crew in blue muster- 
ing clothes and the marine in full dress. 

At8 a.m. the ships were dressed ‘‘rainbow”’ 
fashion with the flag of the secretary of the 
navy at the main top of the Chicago and the 
flag of the admiral of the navy at the main top 
of the Boston. National ensigns were run up 
to the top ofall other mastheads. A national 
salute of twenty-one guns was fired by the 
man-of-war, beginning with the Chicago, in 
ten second intervals. _ 


THE NAVAL PARADE. 


The Harbor Alive With Crafts In Line— 
Thundering of Guns. 

New York, April 20.—Every vessel in the 
great fleet upon the bay had been placed before 
11 o’clook, and all eyes were strained down the 
Kill von Kull. ’ 

Suddenly the deep- boom of a gun arose 
above hissing of the steam and the swash of 
steamers’ paddles. The gun was asignal from 
the tug Nina, anchored in the Kill von Kull, 
and it meant that the Dispatch, with the pres- 
idential party on board, was opposite Port 

richmond. Then another report froma can- 
pon 
SET EVERY ONE IN ACTION, 

This was a signal from the Chicago for all 
vessels to heave up anchors short and prepare 
to move. 

Hardly had this been accomplished when 
the Dispatch hove in sight. Following close 
in her wake was the Erastus, Wiman, Sirius 
and Monmouth, filled with invited guests and 
their families. 

The flagship of the merchant marine, the 
ferryboat, Bergen, brought up with the Nina 
in the rear. 

As the little warship emerged from the Kill 
Von Kull, yacht cannons began to boom in 
quick succession, tho rearmost yacht begin- 
ning first. A national salute—twenty-one 
guns—was fired. Soon there was a perfect 
roar of cannons, big and little, and clouds of 
thick, white smoke hung over the bay like the 
bank of a sea fog. Belches of fire flashed 
through the smoke like streaks of lightning, 


. giving to the scene a lurid glare.

THE SCENE WAS A STIRRING ONE. 
Faintly above the roar of cannon could be 
heard the shrill pipe of the boatswain whistles 
on revenue cutters, yachts and men-of-war. 
In atrice the sturdy tars manned the yards 
and crosstrees, and, with heads uncovered, 
gave h American cheers. . 
As the Dispatch steamed slowly by the offi- 
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cers Stood with uncovered heads. As the Dis- 
patch came opposite the flagships of the dif- 
lerent squadrons, the latter, one on each side, 
steamed out and@accompanied the warship the 
length of thesquadron. Then the colors were 
Gipved and the deafening screech of steam 
whisties were blown. As the Dispatch came 
opposite the Chicago the entire ficet of over 
four hundred steamers blew their whistles. 
she passed the battery at 12:20. It made a 
tretendous din, coupled with incessant gun 
firing, and was keptup for three or four min- 
ubas. 

Althongh the schedule limit was only half 
aminute,on went the stately warship up 
through the channel, and into East river, 
where she came to anchor off the foot of Wall 
siteet. As soon as she had got well into the 
river, a signal gun was fired from the Chicago, 
and anchors that had been hove up short were 
got on board with alacrity. 

THE NAVAL PARADE. 

Then began the real naval parade. 

Phe sight of hundreds of vessels of all kinds 
was one that will long be remembered by 
thousands of people who lined the docks and 
housetops along the river front of the Hudson, 

Almost every steamer of any size had a band 
of music aboard and the number and variety of 
aus that floated ashore on the hazy air were 
something remarkable. 

The Chicago steamed on until opposite 
Ti'‘rty~fourth street, when another gun was 
fired. This was a signal for the yachts and 
cutters to disperse, and like a huge flock of 

wnans, they gracefully heeled around and sped 
cown the bay to their various anchorages. 

Then the naval vessels came to anchor off 
Fifty-first street. 

A DISTINGUISHED CREW. 

Un the arrival of the Despatch, opposite 
Wall street ferry, the slips anchored a barge, 
manned by acrew of shipmasters from the 
Marine society of the port of New York, with 
Captain Snow, president, as coxswain went 
ow, to the vessel. The names of the crew were 
Captain G. D. 8. Trask, Captain James Par- 
ker, Captain Duer, Captain Albert Spencer, 
Captain G. A. Dearborn, Captain Benjamin 
F’. Marsh, Captain 8. Whitman, Captain S. Y. 
Fairchild, Captain Richard Luce, Captain 
George L. Norton, Captain William Urquhart 
and Captain W. A. Ellis. 
crew were uniformed in black frock coats, 
striped trousers and silk hats. 

The barge selected to bear the president 
ashore is one of the fastest boats inthe navy. 
It is christened ‘‘Queen Kapiolana,’’ and be- 
ieng3 to the Dispatch.

President Harrison’s Arrival in New York— 


The Reception. 

New York, April 29.—Following the exam- 
ple of Washington, President Harrison was 
rowed ashore on a barge. As he stepped ont 
of the boat, a presidential salute of twenty- 
one guns were given again. The president was 
received by Governor Hill, Mayor Grant, 
Iiamilton Fish, president of the centennial 
committee, and William G. Hamilton, chair- 
man of the committee of states. 

Pier 16, where the president landed, was one 
of the most brilliantly decorated spots in the 
city. The roof was one fluttering mass of flags 
and streamers, and the terrace, usually 60 
eM. bre, was brilliant 

WITH ALL THE COLORS OF THE RAIN BOW. 

To the left of the pier was attached a float, 
at which the boat ¢ontaining the presidential 
party emptied its distinguished passengers. 

The float was handsomely carpeted and the 
stairs leading to the pier were covered with a 
canopy of bunting. 

Immediately upon the arrival of the presi- 
dent, the procession was formed, the president, 
Governor Hill and Mayor Grant being driven 
inalandau. At little before 2 o'clock, the 
carriage containing the president, Governo 
Hill, Mayor Grant and President Hamilton 
Fish drew up before the doors of the Equita- 
ble building. Chairman W. T. Hamilton, of 
the committee on states, received those in the 
carriage, while 

THE CHIMES OF OLD TRINITY 
played the Doxology, bands in the street 
quickly catching up the strain. By two o'clock 
all had reached the banquet hall. Ex-Presi- 
dent Cleveland was not present, and his seat 
beside ex-President Hayes was filled by 
Chauncey M. Depew. The throng that en- 
deavored to gain admittance to the Lawyer’s 
club, where a reception was held. were vastly 
greater than the committee had anticipated. 

The arrangements, however, were admira- 
ble, and beyond the disagreeable crush in 
the lower corridors there was _ neither 
disorder nor confusion. The number 
of the distinguished persons who attended the 
reception was not so great as might have been 
expected, many of those who had been fortun- 
ate enough to obtain tickets to the banquet to- 
morrow night preferring to wait until then to 
see the president at short range.

After standing here for half an hour, 
the president went down stairs to the second 
floor, where an elaborate banquet had been 
prepared for him.

President Harrison was introduced to the 
gnests at the banquet table by Hamilton Fish, 
in a few appropriate remarks. President Har- 
rison merely bowed in recognition of Mr. 
Fish’s remarks and this ended the formal re- 
ception, the guests almost immediately taking 
theit departure, though in this they were 
somewhat impeded by the enurmous crowds 
in the building.

The President Receives the Multitade—The 
Schoolchildren. 

New York, Apri) 20.—As the various organ- 
izations arrived at the city hall they drew up 
in line before it. From the foot of the marble 
stairs leading up to the municipal building 
and stretching away into the rotunda was a 
double line of white-clad public schoo) and 
normal college girls,each with wa basket of 
flowers from which they strewed the path of 
the distinghished personages. There were 
fully two hundred scholars, among them being 
two colored girls. 

Arrived at the tep of the stairs President 
Harrison was tendered an address of welcome 
delivered by Miss Annie A, Abrahams, at the 
conclusion of which he was given a monster 
bouquet of LaFrance roses. 

President Harrison, arm-in-arm with Mayor 
Grant, Governor Hill with Hon. Hamilton 
Fish; Vice President Morton and Commodore 
Gerry, and three members of the plan and 
scope committee then entered the city Aall. 
The distinguished party were escorted to the 
goveruor’s room, where the president began 
receiving visiters. He st on a slightly 
raised platform, which was backed with brass 
railing, and in the rear of which was the 
president’s clair.

WASHINGTON’S WRITING DESK, 

President Harrison took his position on the 
right hand side, with Vice-President Morton, 
Governor Hill and Mayor Grant beside him to 
the left inthe order named. The throng of 
people were at once admitted, and came ina 
steadily moving body for nearly an hour, pass- 
ing in by a door tothe right, and leaving on 
the opposite side. The Guard of Honor, com- 
Re ofcommander of Grand Army posts, 

ormed a file through which the throng moved. 
President Harrison bowed to each couple that 
passed. Many of the visitors extended a hand 
to grasp that of the president, but, excepting 
in a few instances, when the hand-shaker was 
more than usuaily enthusiastic, he declined 
with a more gracious bow than he ordinarily 
bestowed. 

The throng was largely made up of strangers 
in the city, a fact which was tog apparent in 
many instances.’

THE GRAND CENTENNIAL BALL, 


Bloom and Flowers Every- 
where. 

New York, April 29.—In the minds of many 
of those who are thronging New York in these 
days of celebrations, the greatest feature of all 
is the grand centennial ball, which took. place 
at the Metropolitan house tonight. All that 
money and keen sense of patriotism could do 
to carry out the immense scheme was togivea 
night of pleasure to the 6,000 people was done 
to the utmost, and the result attained 
was decidedly satisfactory. There was 
certainly little to be wished for in point of at- 
tendance, unless indeed, one might have 
wished, from selfish motives, that half the 
people had stayed at home; and yet it was, 
taken all in all, auight long exemplification 
of the old adage, ‘‘The more the merrier.”’ 
The carriages began to roll up to the Broad- 
way entrance soon after 8 o’clock, though the 
ball was put down on the programme 
for 9, and by %:30 there were quite 
enough people in the corridors of the great 
building to have put many a pretentious bal] 
to the blush. The outer walls of the audito- 
rium and the sides of the double stair cases, 
formed through the sides of garden and trel- 
lised vines and flowering shrubs, added to the 
nural effect, while the real fruit trees set 
about in artistic abandon, challenged one to 
dispute the fact that he had just come in from 
out of doors.

APPLE TREES IN BLOSSOM

TEN CAR LOADS OF EVERGREENS, 

2,000 specimens of zaleas, 6,000 fern, 2, 
palms, 5,000 pansies and about 10,000 tulips. 
One had only toturn from contemplation of 
tiers of boxes and look towards the stage end 
of the vast dancing floor to see where several 
carloads of plants and flowers had been be- 
stowed. There, on the stage, just before the 
curtain arose, the most majestic floral pile. 
Not only was this a huge architectural mass of 
tlowers and plants, but their disposition was 
so artistic as to command admiration at firse 
sight that grew as it was studied more closely. 
This structure arose apparently to half the 
height of the prosceninm arch, and its 
base occupied several yards of dancing floor, 
but the loss of space was atoned for in the 
gain to the spectacle. It arose in several ter- 
races of different colored flowers. The first 
terrace of red azeales, then a terrace of white 
ones, then blue hydrangeas, another repetition 
of the three colors, culminating in a beautiful 
apex of drooping plants. On each side of 
this immense pyramid stood a gigantic palm 
tree, each doing staff duty to a beautiful silk 
flag, while back of it all was a perfect grove of 
pines, cedars and other evergreens. Poi 
over this floral mound were a flock of snow- 
white pigeons, so suspended as to admit of the 
inference that they had just left the 
Shades of that forest of green. The 
leader of the birds held in _ ite 
mouth a wreath of flowers trimmed with 
steamers, and its position in relation to the 

resident’s box was such that one could easily 
magine that the wreath was destined to find @ 
place on the head of his excellency. 

THE PRESIDENTIAL BOX 

was the center one of the double tier erected at 
the back of the stage. This one, however, 
runs up tothe topof the second tier. The front 
was almost covered with palins, with a lar 
American eagle in the centre, surmounted by 
the words, “Washington, 1789 and 1880,”"" im 
colored electric lights. 

‘The whole front of both tiers was curtained 
with silk flags, and decorated with groups of 
standards and great masses of flowers. Stand- 
ing at the stage end of the great ball room, and 
looking outward and upward to the tiers of 
boxes that make up a monster semi-circle, the 
scene was one of the most entrancing beauty. 
Every box was filled. The box parties 
began to come in long before the mayor arrived, 
and the by word went around that the presi- 
dential party was coming, there were very few 
vacations noticeable.

THE SUPPER HALL 
is 45 feet wide and 375 feet long, with accom- 
modation for 6,000 people at one time.

THE MAYOR AND THE PRESIENT. 

Mayor Grant came just at 10 o'clock. Man.

It was half-past ten, however, 
before there was any sign of the president 
coming. By that time the opera house was a 
perfect crush. There was not room to move 
on the floor, and it was labor to take three 
steps in the corridor. Finally a detachinent 
of the Second Artillery and Signal corps man- 
aged to force a passage through the crowd 
from the main entrance to the stage, 
While this was being accomplished, 
the _— presidential party appeared on 
the Broadway front. Mayor Grant and Man- 
ager Stanton advanced to meet the president.

At 10:45 a fanfare of trumpets was sounded 
and Mayor Grant, offering his arm to the pres- 
ident, began to walk westward between the 
lines of plumed artillery men. Just behind 
came Vice-President Morton with Mrs. Harri- 
son on hisarm, and they were followed by 
Governor Hill and Mrs. Morton. Then came 
other members of the presidential party. As 
they all moved between the walls of humanity 
that pressed close on the other side, cheer after 
cheer went up, and almost drowned the nowe 
of the trumpets.

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The Road Congress. 

In regard to the road congress that is 
shortiy.to be held in Atlanta @ correspond- 
ent sends us a somewhat critical and com- 
plaining letter. Me saysthat he has seen 
from the papers that such an assembly will 
meet in Atlanta in May. He says he does 
not know that there is a precedent for it in 
the history of the state, and in this he is 
correct. 

The present system of working roads 
tame into vogue just after the revolution, 
and there have been few changes in it since. 

It is the same old one-horse affair. ‘The 
ditches on cach side of the road are plowed 
out, and the surplus dirt, mud and trash 
is thrown into the middle of the road, 
where the conglomeration forms a mudhole 
when the first rain falls. We have seen 

“pome of these wonderful Georgia roads, and 
the only eood thing about them is the fact 
that when one portion of a road becomes 
practically impassable, fences are torn down 
and anew road is made on solid ground, 
This. in turn, is ruined by the road workers 
who come with their. plows, and their hoes, 
and their spades to dig up and destroy. 

Our correspondent, whose letter is before 
us, is of the opinion that the present road 
laws, if they are faithfully carried out, are 
ampleto cover the whole ground. That 
they do cover the whole ground and ruin it 
is certain. ‘That anew system, with more 
modern features, can be devised is equally 
certaiir. To go back only fifty years, which 
isa very brief period in the life of a county 
or a state, it may be said that the public 
roads.of Georgia, if the improvements upon 
them had been of a permanent character, 
would have contributed largely toward the 
progress and civilization of the state. 

If, during that period, the money that 
has been thrown away in the haphazard 
working of the roads, had been spent in 
permanent improvements, there would be 
very few bad roads in the state today. Cer- 
tainly there would be no bad roads where 
good ones are necessary. It isto cure this 
evil of inefficiency that the road congress 
has been called tomeectin Atlanta. The 
public roads of the state have been worked 
fora great numberof years, and at a great 
cost to the state, and they are no better to- 

day than when the law went into effect, if 
they are as good. 

Asa matter of fact, the time has come 
when permayent improvement should take 
the place of the present slipshod methods. 
A. hundred yards of permanent improvement 
a year in each county are worth ten miles 
of such work as is now carricd on, and our 
understanding is that the need of this is 
What has promoted the calling of the road 
congress to meet in Atlanta, There is not 
a county in the state too poor to follow, in 
some sinall measure, the example of Fulton 
county, which has perfected its highwaysin 
permanént shape to the county lines. 

The road concressis without precedent, 
probably, but it will mark an era in the 
progress of our state.

Our Army Post. 

As has already been stated in the Con- 
STITUTION the secretary of war has allowed 
the two annual appropriations made by 
congress for the army post near Atlanta. 

As such appropriations amount to noth- 
ing until they receive the indorsement of 
the secretary, the news that our post is to 
be credited with $150,000, in addition to 
another smail appropriation now to its 
credit, is very gratifying to those who are 
interested in the work’ now being done to 
make this one of the most complete posts 
in the country. 

The allowance of the war department 
gives, in all, S158,000 to further work on 
the post, of which amount $75,000 is for 
each of the two years 1888 and 1889, The 
other $8,000 comes from an appropriation 
of $16,000 for the commandant’s quarters, 
only half of the original appropriation for 
this purpose being allowed. With the ex- 
penditure of this $158,000 on the post we 
will soon have near Atlanta one of the best 
equipped and most complete military reser 
vations in the country. The work already 
done, under the skillful direction of Captain 
J. W. Jacobs, isa revelation to those who 
sec it, and to those who have not a more 
pleasant evening cannot be spent than in 
driving out and lovking through the 
grounds. Ail work done has been of the 
most substantial character, and the extent 

of the improvements is such as to be sur- 
prising to those who have not kept. up with 
the work. The post was established with 
the idea of spending a half million dollars 
in completing it. Thus about as much 
more as has already been appropriated will 
be necessary to finish the work according to 
the original design. There should not, and 
probably will not, be any trouble in obtain- 
ing the remaining annual appropriations to 
the extent contemplated, which will make 
this post probably the most complete in the 
country,

Ordinary Calhoun transacted no business of 
special moment yesterday. His regular term 
of hoiding court is on the first Monday in each 
mouth, and it ismot likely that anything of 
an interesting natare will transpire before that 
tline. 

Thecity court, Judae Van Epps presiding, 
tried two cases yesterday. The case of Dor- 
sey vs. thé Findley Furniture compavy was 
dismissed, and the case of Kershaw vs. the 
Capital City Land and improvement company 
occupied the attention of the court the entire 
day. Thisisacivil suit for the recovery of 
the valine of a note, and no yerdict was 
reached in the case yesterday. 

The superior court, Juege Marshall Clarke 
presiding, was engaged all day in the trial of 


the case of Wood vs. the Wes- 
tern and Atlantic railroad. The 
plaintiff sued for $10,000.
